' I ^H E Profeflion may poflibly be furprized at 

feeing another publication on the fubjedt of . 
the enfuing fheets, in addition to the many treatifes 
which have aheady appeared ; bat their furprize 
"will, it is prefumed, immediately ceafe, when in- 
formed of the fuperior advantages pollefled by the 
prefent work, in combining the theory with the 
pracVice of conveyancing ; a requifite, which, thoi^jjh 
exceedingly material, has hitherto been entirely 
neglefted. To fupply this defeft it was, princi- 
pally, that I was induced to compile the prefent 
volumes: in which ^ befides a. copious introduflion 
on the nature of deeds In general, and concIufiVe- 
obfervations on their erjurement and conftruftion, 
I have prefixed to each fpecies fome preliminary 
remarks on its dillinguiftiing properties, and pecu- 
liar efficacy. This wfll enable the fludent to per- 
ceive with readinefs which fpecies of affurance is beft 
calculated to anfwer the views of the parties in any 
particular tranfaflion, and at the fame time inftrudl 
him in the mode of preparing fuch affurance accord- 
ing to the mofl: modern and approved form. But 
left, in thefe remarks, I (hould inadvertently have 
omitted any material point, or (hould the fludent wifh * 
for more ample information on any particular deed, 
1 have moreover fubjoined references to fuch books^ 

a 2 
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of authority as have treated the fubjedl more at 
large. 

In refpeft more immediately to the precedents t 
It may be proper to apprize the reader that thofc 
which are diftingui(hed by an afterifk, were taken 
from a manufcript colleftion of indifputable autho-* 
rity, and the reft from fuch approved compila- 
tions as are extant in print; and they will, I truft, 
upon examination, be found deficient neither in 
fcience, variety nor excellence. 

In order to render the work ftill more complete^ 
I liave further added, in a Supplemental Vo- 
iUME, an index to the feveral precedent books of 
authority now in print from the time of that eminent 
clraiightfman. Sir Orlando Bridgemany to the prefent 
period, with fome (hort remarks on the diftinguifh- 
iilg excellencies of each precedent. This addition 
will hot only afford the fludent an opportunity of 
perceiving the different modes of drawing which 
J)revailed at different times, and the modern im- 
jpirovenients which have been made in the fcience of 
conveyancing, but alfo furnilh him with precedents 
adapted to every variety of circumftances which 
Can poIFibly occur. 

* 'UpOrt the whole, I flatter myfelf the profeflion 
will fee every reafon to confider the prefent col- 
Ie£lion as more worthy their attention than any 

thing'df a fimilar kind which has yet appeared.

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INTRODUCTION. 



Some general Objervations on the Subject 
^Alienation; and on i he Ikstku-^ 
MENTS of Conveyance by which if 
is effeiledby the English Law, 



IN the primitive ages of fociety, when the Hiftory ©f 
produce of the earth being common to every **"*'*®°^ 
inhabitant, was held to confer no greater por* 
tion of right upon its poffeffor than a mere 
ufufruftary enjoyment during the term of his 
occupancy, alienation of property was incon- 
fiftent with the nature of its tenure; and deeds 
or inftruments of conveyana^ which are the evi. 
dencc only of fuch alienation, were confequent- 
ly unknown. But as mankind incrcafed in 
numbers, the difficulty of fupplying themfcl vcs * 

with the convenicncies of life, without in^ 
fringing upon the rights of each other, andtht 
VcL.

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^\s^x.*:v.> Aiiiiii^ from thcfc encroachments, 
w^vvvw: the sKWllity of cllablifhing a more 
|x ^.•n.awoc i\ ilcm of property. It was clear, 
^^» v\*bsK\\ that the earth would not pro- 
x^;xv >.er fruits without the afliftance of tillage; 
** Rut who would be at the pains of tilling 
it^ if another might watch an opportunity to 
U if^ upon and enjoy the produft of his in- 
^lartn* art, and labour." 2 Blac. Com. 7. 
ITtc only queftion remaining, therefore, 
i$ in refpeft to the right which any one has 
to retain in a permanent manner, and not 
only to retain himfelf, but alfo tranfmit 
fo another that fpecific houfe or land which 
before belonged generally to all. And as 
occupancy entitled him to the ufcj fo the fame 
title feems by a parity of reafon to give him a 
right to \YiC fubjiance of the thing enjoyed : and 
this, in the opinion of a learned annotator 
im the work referred to, is agreeable to the 
icafon and fcntimcnts of mankind prior to 
tU civil eflabli(hments ; for where an untu« 
tored Indian, as the fame author elegantly 
illuftrates his podtion, has fet before him the 
fruit which he has plucked from the tree that 
prote6ls him from the fun, and the (hell of 
water railed from the fountain that fprings at 
his feet, if he is driven by any daring in- 
ader from his repaA, he inAantly feels and 
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rcfcnts the infringement of that law of pro- 
perty which ** Nature herfelf has written 
upon the hearts of all mankind." Upon what- 
tvtr the right to property is founded, the 
power of giving and transferring it feems to 
follow as a natural confequence ; for ** if the 
hunter and the fiflierman exchange the produce 
of their toils, can any one difpute the validity 
of the contraft, or the continuance of their 
original title?*' The right then not only of 
pcrfonally enjoying, but alfo of tranfmitting 
a man's property, when lawfully acquired, 
being once allowed by the confent of man- 
kind, it followed of courfe that fomc orderly 
means would be devifed of evincing the le- 
gality of fuch poffeffion in the one cafe, and 
of teftifying the validity and terms of its 
tranfmiiTion in the other ; thofe privileges 
would otherwife be of little ufe. Hence 
arofe the various inftruments of conveyance and 
of ajfurance^ which form the fubjedl of the 
following pages. 

Itis nottobefuppofed, however, that they 
attained their prefent variety otherwife than 
by flow and almoft imperceptible degrees. But 
to trace their gradual advancement to their 
prefent ftate would carry us beyond the pur- 
pofc of this introduflion, and in truth be more 
curious than ufeful: it would be not only to 
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give an hiik>ry of the feudal fyftem (which 
for many centuries governed the fubjeft of 
aleniation in this and other European coun- 
tries) but to follow the fluftuatioiTs of trade 
and commerce, and the complicated intcrefts 
and arrangements which were neceffarily ge- 
nerated by thefe and other connections arifing 
from the introduflion of luxury and refine- 
ment amongfl mankind — w^e (hall therefore 
employ ourfclves, and we truft, more benefici- 
ally to the profeflional reader, in attempting 
to afford fome general knowledge, i. of 
Affurances in general ; 2. of the nature 
and diftinguifhing qualities which refpeflively 

charadlerizc each.

I. A deed, according to Sir Edward Cohey is 
" An inftrument confifting of three things, 
viz. writing, fcaling, and delivering, com- 
prehending a bargain or contraft between party 
and party, manor woman/* Co, Lit. 171. b. 
If it be made by more parties than one, there 
ought regularly to be as many copies of it as 
there are parties ; and each fliould be cut or 
indented on the top or fide to tally, or cor- 
rcfpond with the other ; and a deed fo made 
is called an Indenture. When deeds were more 
concife than at prefent, it was ufual to write 
^ alb thefe parts on one (kin of parchment with 
fome word or letters of the alphabet written 
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between them, through which the parchment 
was cut in fuch a manner as to leave the half 
on one part and half on the other ; but indent- 
ing alone without cutting through any letters 
is all that is now praflifed (except indeed in 
the cafe of 2ijme) and it feems at prefent to be 
of little other ufc than to give name to this 
fpecies of 'deed, and diftinguifh it from 
the deed p9ll\ or fingle deed, which being 
made by one party only, is not indented but 
polkd or fhaved even at the top— See fi Bloc* 
Com. 295 — Co. Lit. 229. a. n. i. 

When the feveral parts of an indenture arc 
executed interchangeably by the parties, that 
which i« executed by the grantor is ufually 
denominated the original, and the reA coun- 
terparts ; though the modern pra£lice is for 
all parties to execute each part, by which 
means they are all rendered originals and 
of equal efficacy. 

There are feveral requifitcs to the validity Rcquififes 
of a deed : the firftof which is that the par-**^**'*^' 
ties be of legal ability to contraft with each 
other, relative to the fubjeft matter of the in- 
ftrument : for this purpofe it is neceffary that 
thegrantor be in poffeflion either immediately, 
or in reverfion, of the things intended to be 
granted ; for if he have only a right of pof- 
feflion, he cannot convey it to another^

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** left under colours of right, pretended titles 
might be granted to great men, whereby 
right might be trodden down, and the weak 
opprefled ; which the common law forbid* 
deth,'* Co. Lit. 214. a. And though from the 
impartial diftribution of juRice which now 
happily prevails in our Courts, this evil is 
no longer to be apprehended, the prohibition 
is ftill fanflioncd by the Legiflature, on 
account of the fpirit of litigation and the 
multiplicity of fuits which might otherwife 
be occafioned by the fale of fpeculative rights 
and interefts. 

As a perfonal difability it is alfo to be ob- 
fervcd, that thofe who have been convifled 
and attainted of the crimes of treajon or felony ^ 
or the penalties oi pramunire^ are incapable as 
well of coreueying as of takings from the time of 
the offence committed ; for if they were per- 
mitted to convey y they might deprive the King 
of his forfeiture, or the lord of his cfcheat, 
accruing on the attainder of thofe offences; 
and as a confequence of fuch attainder all lands 
purchajed by them are likcwife fubjeft to im- 
mediate forfeiture. Co. Lit. 42. 

Corporations alfo, whether religious or other- 
wife, are for reafons of policy liable to a 
fimilar difability ; and unlefs they have a 
licence to hold in mortmain^ any purchafc of 
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land made by them is forfeitable to the lord 
of the fee. Ibid. 

Infants (that is to fay) pcrfons under the age 
of 21 years, idiots^ lunatics^ and ^rfon» under 
thedurefs, whether of imprifonmentor other- 
wife, though not wholly incapable either to 
convey, or take, are neverthelcfs fo in fome 
degree; — for in refpefl to infants, they are 
allowed to waive when they attain their fuU 
age, any grant or- purchafe which they may 
have made during their minority ; or if an in- 
fm. do not at the completion of his majority 
cxprefsly agree to fucjh purchafc or conveyance, 
his heirs may diifent from it at his death* 
And the King may vacate any grant or other 
a£l made by an ideot \ and the next heir or 
other perfon interefted may, after the ideot 's 
death, take advantage of his incapacity, and 
avoid his grant, and fo too if he labours under 
any.difability, and does not afterwards, on 
recovering his faculties, agree to the purchafe, 
his heir may either waive or accept the eftate at 
his option. Perfons alfo who purchafe or con- 
vey under durefs, may affirm or avoid fuch 
tranfa£lion whenever the durefs ceafes. Go.

them to be impofed upon through the imbeci- 
lity of their prefent condition ; fo that their 
'a£ls are binding only in cafe they be afterwards 
agreed to, when fuch imbecility ceafes. 

Feme coverts are under greater difabilities In 
refpcCl to conveying than they are to purchujMgi 
For a feme covert may purchafe an. eflate 
J ^without the confent of her hufband, and the 
Ir^qtrafl will be valid during her coverture, 
vnTcfs he exprefsiy declares his diflejit-: and 
"thoiigh he fbcuid confent to it, ihc mby n<l^ 
vertfaelefs wahre it after his death ; pr'if (kb 
die before hcf huiband, or do not during her 
■widowhood, if flie furvive* him> exprefiily 
agree to it, her heir may avoid it afterwards. 
But in refpedl to the convey cmce of a feme covert 
(except indeed by matter of record) it is not 
merely voidable like her purchafe, but a£lu« 
ally void, and cannot be made valid by any 
fubfequcnt agreement — fee Coi Lit, 3, Ferh. 
^ 154.— I Sid. 120, — 2 BJae. Cm. 292. 

Aliens J whether friends or enemies, by the 
■policy of our law are not permitted to hold 
kny eftate in the kingdom j all purchafes by 
them' made, being (when found by an inqucft of 
office) immediately forfeited to the King : and 
as they can poffefs nothing, it follows that 
they arc incapable of conveying — fee Co. LiK a» 
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Laftly, Papifts who rcfufe or neglefl to 
take the oath prefcribed by flat. 8 Geo. III. 
c. 60. within the time therein limited, are 
difabled to purchafe any lands, rents, or he- 
reditaments, and all eAates conveyed either to 
their ufe or in truft for them, are void.— 
See I P. JVmu 354. 

The fecond requiiite to the validity of a 
deed is, that the contrail be entered into upon 
a fufficient confideration. This may be what 
in law is deemed either a good or a valuahh 
confideration ; a good confideration is that bjP 
which a man is induced to grant to a near re* 
hdon out of natural, love and afFe£lion ; a 
vduabk confideration is that of money, of 
other thing which may be confidered as an 
equivalent to the value of the grant ; and 
amongft thefe are reckoned marriage ; the 
woman in this cafe giving up her perfon and 
fcrvices to the hufband's advantage. This 
difiinftion between a good and valuable con- 
fideration is necelTary to be noticed on account 
of the efFefl it gives to the operation of the 
grant ; deeds entered into upon good confix 
deration only, being confidered as merely 
voluntary and binding only where no fuperior 
obligation intervenes ; fuch deeds are there* 
fore frequently fet afide 4n favour of creditors 
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and hna fide purchafers, — fee 13 Eltx, c. 5. 8. 
— 27 lb. c. 4. — I Jac. I. c. 15. — 1 Atk. 93. 

A deed mufl: moreover be written, and 
figned by the grantor, for by 29 Car, 2. 
c, 3. no aflignment, grant, or furrender of 
any intereft of any freehold hereditamens (hall 
be valid, unlefs the fame be put into wri- 
ting and figned by the party granting, or his 
agent lawfully auth6rized : and this writing 
muft be upon paper or parchment^ for though 
other things may be more durable or lefs lia- 
ble to erazure than thefe, yet nothing fo well 
unites both thofe qualities ^' for there is no- 
thing elfe fo durable, and at the fame time fo 
little liable to alteration ; nothing fo fecure 
from alteration, that is at the fame time fo du« 
rable." 2 Blac, Com. 297. It is alfo further 
iicceffary, that the paper or parchment upon^ 
which the deed is written, be properly (lamp- 
ed, agreeably to the feveral flatutes made in 
that behalf, which will be more particularly 
i^ken of hereafter. 

The terms of the contraft or fubjeft matter 
of the deed muft be orderly, diftinftly, and 
kgally fet forth ; orderly and diftinftly, that 
the meaning and intent of the parties may 
clearly appear upon the face of the deed ; and 
kgally that it may be fufficient to bindth^m^ 
and compel an effe^fiual performance. It is 
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not however abfolutely neceflaiy in law that 
it (hould contain all thefirmai parts that are 
ufually to be found in the feveral fpecies of 
(iecds> (o that its legal import and intent is 
fufHciently apparent ; but though not abfo- 
lutely necefljury, it is very properly obferved 
hj the able Judge, to whofe admirable Com- 
mentaries on our. laws I l>ave already fo fre- 
quently referred, that " As thefe formally 
and orderly parts are calculated to convey 
that meaning and import in the cleared, dif- 
tb£lefty and moft efFe6lual manner, and 
have been well confidered and fettled by the 
wifdom of fucceffive ages, it is prudent not to 
depart from them without good reafon x)r 
urgent neceffity." Thefe parts will therefore 
be particularly attended to in the precedents 
introduced in the prefent colleQion : and that 
the reader may be the better enabled to com- 
prehend the purpofes which they are refpec- 
tively defigned to anfwcr> we (hall alfo pre- 
fent him with fome preparatory obfervations 
upon them here. 

The firft part of a deed, which is ftiled the 
fremi/es, fets forth the names and additions of 
the feveral contracting parties ; a recital or 
fb^tement of fuch circumftances and fadts as 
axe neceffary to explain the motives for enter**- 
>ng into the agreement ; the coniidcratlon in 
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mihef or otherWifexipon which it is founded; 
iind the defcription of the thing granted, or 
about which the- agreement i$. mad^.; and 
the grant or contraS itfelfJ 

The Hakndum ' which follows is for the 
purpdfe . of cxpreffing the quantity of the 
eftate granted, that is the term or duration for 
which it is to be enjoyed. If this has been 
already expreffed iri the premifes, which it 
now ufually is, the habendum may enlarge, 
leflen, explain or qualify fuch eftate, but it 
cannot totally contradid or be repugnant to it.

" The terms, conditions, and limitations 
Yipon which the grant is made next follow : — 
Thefe of courfe will diffclr according to the 
loature of the contra^ ; in a lea/e it is ufually 
a reddimdum or refervation, by which the leffor 
fefcrtes to himfelf fomethipg out of the thing 
■dtfmifed, as a rent which may conM of a cer- 
tain fum of money, or of any ftipulated 
fervices, as fo many days ploughing, or the 
like. There is however this difiindion to be 
obferved, that if the refervation be- of any 
thing newly created by the deed, itmufrbc 
^ made to the leflfor himfelf and riot to a 

•itranger, bqt if it be of ancient fervices o^ 
^otker - tbing annexed to the lam4 it may be 
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to the lord of the fee. Sec 2 Blae* Com. 41. 
A 299. Phw. 13. 8C(7. 71. In other 
fpecies of deeds, as a morigagi^ it may be a 
condition as that the eftate of the morgagee 
(hall determine upon repajrment of the money 
lent. 

A claufe of wjlrranty may then be added, 
by which the grantor, for himfelf and his 
heirs, warrants* or ;a0ui€s> to the grantee the 
pcrfeS enjoyment of the eftate granted. As the 
doftrine of warranting is (as we (hall fee here- 
after) a good deal ifuperfeded by thd moderh 
pradice of conveyancing, it is uhncceflary 
to dwell upon it in a work of thi^' nature, 
I (hall therefore refer the reader to 2 Bloc. 
Cm. 299. and Co. Lit. 365. a. n, (i). where 
he will finii a peifpicuous fummary of this 
part of the ancient law of aCTurances. 

Covenants, or certain particular agreements 
between the parties, relative to the fubjeft of 
the preceding grant are ufually next inferted* 
A covenant is defined by Plowderij [Com. 308} 
to be '* an agreement or confent of two or 
more perfons whereby either or one of the 
parties promifes to the other that fomething 
is done already or (hall be done afterwards,'* 
it may be either real or perfonal ; it is faid to 
be real when by including the heirs of the 
covenantor, it binds the- real eftate i and per- 
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fonal when it extends only to his pir/onal ef- 
fedls in the hands of his executors and adminij' 
irators. If it be fo worded as to include all 
thofe (which when the nature of the property 
will admit of it it always is) it becomes a 
much better fecurity than any warranty. 
Hence, thofe fort of affurances are, as wc 
before remarked, now feldom had rqcourfe 
to. — See I WcHklj 23a. § 7. 1 FonbL Eq. 1 34.

The deed then concludes by the fignature of 
the feveral parties. It is doubted whether 
this mark of confent^ identification, and au- 
thenticity, can be fecurcly efFeftcd by fealing 
alone, or whether the fuperfcription xA the 
parties is alfo requifite. Sir W. BlackAone 
inclined to the latter opinion, but perhaps 
without fufficient refleflion, for as the ilatute 
of 2g Car. 2. c. 3. § 3. (upon the conftrudion 
of which he grounds his opinion) ifs exprefsly 
dire£led agair\ft the prevalence of clandefline 
fraud, fealing alone (with the attendant re- 
quifite of delivery in the prefence of witneffcs) 
feems to be an a£l fufficiently notorious to 
meet the mifchief of the ftatute. And fee 
I Wood2'j^. n. {a).

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2, Having briefly explained the nature of 
deeds in general, we (hall now proceed to 
confider more particularly the feveral fpecics 
of deeds, aflurances, and other inAruments 
of conveyance, by which the various kinds 
of property, rights, and interefls, which 
fubfift in a conunercial country, may be trans- 
fenred, fecured, or limited, to anfwer the various 
ends of private convenience or family ar- 
rangement, and at the fame time (which is 
in truth the more immediate objeA of the 
prcfent work) give a great variety of forms 
or precedents of each fpecies as fettled and 
approved by the moft eminent pra£Ufers in 
this branch of learning.

A N Agreement according to its legal impcM 
* ^ may be defined to be ** The confent of 
two or more perfons in conftituting ©r dif- 
folving fome lawful obligation," and in thi^ 
fcnfe it includes every fpecies of affurancc 
coinpriiteci in the following (heets; but in itft 
more ordinary- and common acceptation, and 
fha*.t?o which we would here confine, it, k 
fignifies a, memorandum or fliOrt conira<Sl in 
writing, esxprefling the confent of two or more 
perfons, the one to piart with, and the othc!r 
to receive, fome property^, right, or iotereft*; 
wd a^thiis^ defined- it iisufually made prej)arai-

.tory to fome more formal and folcmn infirii- 
mcnt. 

In giving an outline of the law rejating to 
this fpccies of contraft we fliall confider^ 
I ft, who are capable of entering into an agree- 
ment ; 2dly, the manner in which it ought to 
be framed. 

As an agreement according to the preceding* 
definition is not a manual or mechanical 2& 
nierely, but an aft of the mind, it follows that 
none can bind themfelves by this fpccies of 
afturance but thofe who are poflefTed not only^ 
of the power of thinking, but of a freedom 
ofwilL - 

Infants therefore, ideots, lunatics, married 
women, and perfons under any kind of durefs 
^r reftraint of aftion, are in general incapable 
of entering into an agreement^ fee ante p. vii, 
iuch perfons having either no difcretionatallj 
or not the 'power of exercifing it. — i Bac, 
Ahr* 67, But as this rule is intended purely 
for the htvt^t of thofe who are under its in- 
fluence, in order, that theh* imbecility may 
liot fubjeft them to impofition, an exception 
is admitted in cafes .where that objeft is not 
affe<5ted ; as for inftancd if an infant, &c. enter 
into an agreement for neeeffariest he will be 
equally bound with perfons of riper judgmentt 
for othcrwife he might be uaab^ to p^rocur^

them, and the benignity of the law be thus 
defeated by its own provifions. 

2. An agreement if it refpedt lands or here- 
ditaments, or goods of the value of lol. muft 
by the ftatute of frauds be cbnceived in writing, 
unlefs ** for leafes not exceeding three years 
from the making, whereupon the rent referved 
ihall be two thirds of the improved value.*' 
(See the equitable conftru£lion of the ftatute 
I £f Ca. Ahr. 19. Prec, Chun. 526. Stra. 236. 
I. P, fVmi, 618. 4 Term Rep. 680. 5 i^. 472. 
' And to be efFe£lual, it muft be fo framed as 
to exprefs with clearnefs and precifion the 
iiipulations and terms of the contra£l, and 
the mutual confent of the parties, no a£lion 
can otherwife be maintained upon it if not 
performedv This however is frequently 
provided for by ftipulating a recompence in 
the event of a failure ; and that theparty by 
whofe default it may be occafioned (hall re- 
imburfe all expences incurred by the non- 
performance. And if the agreement relates 
to a fale of lands it may be prudent, to pre*, 
vent future litigation, to mention the particular 
covenants which fliall be infertcd in the pur- 
chafe deed. 

But (hould thefe matters have been inad- 
vertently neglefted, the intent of the agree- 
ment will in equity be always regarded, for 
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Of Agreements. 
** the intention is the chief thing to be confidcr- 
ed in agreements, and it is the honour of the 
law that men (hould enjoy their bargains ac- 
cording as they intended/' — Plow. 290. b. 
7, Mod, 239. 

-It is not neceffary that an agreement (hould 
cxprefs the conjiderathn upon which it is en- 
tered into, as that fa<S is not enquirable into, 
but (hall be always intended.— /^i5>t4'. 308.

An agreement between a merchant and a 
book-keeper for a year.

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. Of APPOINTMENTS, 

AN Appoiniment is a peculiar fpecles of 
deed adapted to the purpofe of carrying 
into^ execution thofc particular modifications 
of ufes which arc denominated Powers; it is 
not therefore an original but a dependent and 
relative inftrumcnfarifing out of, and con- 
trouled by, the pre-exifting inftrument upon 
which it is founded. Hence the appointee 
is confidered as taking not fo much under the 
appointment itfelf, as under the inftrument 
giving the power of fuch appointment, only 
that reference is had to the nature of hih in- 
ftruments in conftruing the validity and eflifi 
of the appointment. Thus if the power be 
executed by an ambulatory or revocable in- 
ftrument, as a/^//, the intereft of the appointee 
will alfp .be ambulatory and revocable till 
the death of the teftatof, but if it be made by 
an inftrument in itfelf complete and irrevo- 
cable, fuch alfo will be the intereft of the ap- 
pointee. Hence it will appear, that no limi- 
tation in an appointment will be valid, un 
lefs it would have been fo if it had been mad< 
by the conveyance creating the power; forthi 
appointment being confidered as part of th( 
original deed of fettlement, the ufes muft b( 



» 
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fuch as would have been good had they been 
there limited. See 2 Tirm, Rep. 241 & 251. 

So alfo cannot this fpccies of appointment 
be made immediately to the ufe of the ap- 
pdhtee, becaufe as the appointment would in 
that cafe carry the ufe to him, and the ftatute 
the poffeflion, both would become vefted in 
him in fuch a manner as that they could not 
be afterwards removed by any fubfequcnt de- 
claration in the appointment, (a ufe not being 
limitablc on an ufe}. It muft therefore be 
made upon iruji to fuch purpofcs as the ap- 
pointee (hall dired., 

This fort of inftrument is likcwifc applica- 
ble, (under the fanftion of our Courts of 
Equity) to the further purpofe of dcfignating 
the fcparate property of a feme covert, who 
being difabled at common law from making a 
will or other regular conveyance, but being 
in the confi deration of Equity, juftly entitled 
to the difpofal of her fcparate property, thofe 
Courts have confi dered every fpecies of in- 
ftniment made for that purpofe, as taking 
effeft by way of appointment. 

And it makes no difference, though her 
property be vefted in truftees, for her appoint- 
ment will ftill be valid ; (unlefs indeed the 
truftees are by the power exprcfsly direft^d 
to join) for where any thing is fettled to the 
Vol. I. E 
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feparatc ufe of a wife, fhe is confidered pr$ 
tantOi as feme fole. It is, however, the better 
way to procure the truftees to join, if it can 
be done, that the tranfaftion may be viewed 
in the more favourable light by the Court, 
fliould its validity ever come in queftion. See 
I Ve%, 517.

In framing a deed of appointment, it does 
not feem in general to be neceflary to recite - 
or refer to the deed creating the power, as fuch. 
reference will be Implied in law^ fo as to giv^ 
effed to the inftrument, as fee 6 Co. 17. Cro^ 
£Hz, 877. Cro. Jac, 31. 4 Brow* Par. Ca. 523. 
But it muft particularize the eftute upon whicl^ 
it is to operate, or at leaft refer to it in fuel*- 
terms as are fufficient to include it. See r

And, ftridtly, it is neceflary that every cir-' 
cumftance prefcribed in the Attd^ creating th^ 
power (hould be particularly attended to iii 
the form of executing it, the owner of th& 
cftate having a right to annex any conditions, 
however arbitrary, that he plcafcs, i Co. 144. 
Hob. 312. Courts of Equity will, however, 
in fome cafes give relief, where there appears 
to be circumftances fufficient to authorize its 
interference, as in cafes of fraud, accident, &c.

Of ASSIGNMENTS. 

A N AJftgnment is properly the transferrin] 
^ •*- to another the whole of that particula 
portion of intereft which a perfon has in an 
property wherein another perfon, not a part; 
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to the inftrument, has likewife an intcreft; but 
it is frequently applied to more cxtenfive pur- 
pofcs without regard to this diftinftion. It is 
however, neceffary in order to conftitutc an 
aflSgnment, that the party make over his whole 
intcreft in the thing affigned and not a pari only, 
(in which cafe it will have the cfFeft of a grant, 
deputation or fome other inflrument,) and in 
this it is that an aflignment of land differs from 
a leafe, which transfers but a part of the in- 
tcreft of the leffor, in whom the reverfion ftill 
remains. See Doug, 56, 174. 3. TFilJ. 234. 
2 ilac. Rep, 326, 766. 

Thus in the cafe of a leafe, if the term which 
is made over by the inftrument, is but for a 
day lefs than the whole term, it will not have 
the efFeft of an ajjignment but of an underkafej 
whilft on the contrary, if the whole term be 
made over it will be conftrued to- be an aflign- 
ment, even though the rent and alfo a power 
of re-entry is referved to the leflee, and though 
the aflignment contain new covenants, not in 
the leafe. See Doug. 174. The principal 
difference -between an aflignment and an un- 
derleafe, is, that in an affignment the aflignee 
ftands in the fhoes of the aflignor, and gene-

A N Award is the decifion of arbitrators, oc

have been by the mutual and exprefs agreement 
of the parties, or the decifign of a Court of 
Juftice y for by 9 & 10 ffllj.

But it is to be obferved, that it has this 
cffeft only in refpefl: of eftates that are merely 
voidable^ but it has none upon fuch as are ab«- 
folutely void.

Of COVENANTS and PROVI- 
SOES. 

A Covenant in a deed is an agreement, 
promife or confent, that fomethingisor 
is not already done, or fhall or (hall not be 
done hereafter. Plozv.j^oS. 

A provifo is a condition inferted in a deed, 
upon the obfervance or non-obfervance of 
which the validity of the deed itfelf depends. 
It differs alfo from a covenant in this, that a 
covenant is in the words of the covenantor 
only, whilft a provifo is in the words of both 
parties. 

Covenants may be either exprefs or implied 
Exprefs covenants, are thofe which are exprejil) 
mentioned or inferted in the deed, as a -cove- 
nant in a mortgage for payment of principal 
and intereft, (jfc. Implied covenants are 

in relation to things not exprefsly mentioned 
4 
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in the deed, but implhd from the nature of the 
contraft ; thus in a bond for the payment of 
money, the law implies that the obligation 
fliall be cancelled on performance, though 
there be no condition of defeafance annexed. 
It is not neceflary, in framing a covenant^ 
that the word " covenant** be ufed, for any 
writing under the hand and feal of the party 
importing an agreement, will amount to a 
good covenant. Lev. 155. Nor, in aprovifo, 
is it neceffary that it (hould begin with the 
word " provided"; for if it import a con- 
dition it is enough, i RoiL Abr. 518. 

See more particularly relative to a provifo, 
2 Paw. fVood.

Covenants, though generally ufed for the 
purpofes implied in the definition we have 
given of them, are fometimes conveniently 
ufed for the more extenfive purpofes of tranf- 
muting the poffeffion and property of the 
things it attaches upon, as in a covenant to 
ftand feized to ufes, ^c. And fo a covenant, 
that a man (hall have a piece of land for fo 
inany years, will amount to a leaje.iot tht 
term fpecified ;. for the inteiition of the parties 
is more confidered than the technical form of 
the inftrument, except only in particular cafes, 
where by the rules of law or by aft of parlia- 
ment; certain fixates -cannot be created but 
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by particular words and under particular 
formalities. 

In a preceding page (71) we referred to 
this head for obfervations on the diftindlion 
between thofe covenants which run with the 
land and bind the grantee or aflignee of an 
eftate; and thofe which are only collateral to 
the land and do not therefore attach upon fuch 
grantee or afTignee. The rule in this refpcft j 
is, that all covenants run with the land, 
which fo intimately extend and relate to things ■ 
in being, at the time of the grant, as to form . 
a part of the grant itfelf : As for inftance, co- 
venants to repair, pay rent,&c. in a leafe being, 
as it were, adherent to the land, will go along 
with it and bind the aflignee, though not ex- 
prefsly worded to that efFeft. — 5 Co. 16 ^ 
And fo covenants that the grantor is feized in 
fee, has a right to convey, for quiet enjoy- 
ment, and for further affurance, run with the 
land, becaufe they concern the title of the 
thing tranfmitted.

It was originally founded on 

an' a<£lual fuit, commenced for recovery of 

land or other hereditaments ; and the poffef- 

lion gained by the acknowledgment of the 

patties in a Court of Record, was found fo. 

fure and efFeSual, that pprfonp were induced 

to commence fitSitiouis aflions for the mere 

putpofe of obtaining tTie' fame fecurity ; ^d 

by 'leiigth of time they afterwards ripened into

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general ufe, and now univerfally obtain as a 
common mode of conveyance. 

There arc fevcral fpecies of fines employed 
to anfwer difFerent purpofes of aflurance, but 
that moft frequently ufed, as being moft effi- 
cacious, IS the fineyi/r cogniTumce de droits com 
ceo qtie il a de Jon done, 

Befides the general fecurity of aflurance 
by fine, it has the property, (which is peculiar 
to itfelf) of binding femes coverts, and others 
who, ordinarily, are difabled to transfer pro« 
perty from a fuppofed . want of difcretion or 
of freedom; the reafon of which is, that as 
it is in contemplation of law made in the 
prefence of the King, (becaufe acknowledged 
in his Courts) it precludes the poflibility of 
deceit or undue influence. 

"The principal ufe, however, of a fine is, 
to confirm and fecure fufpicious titles, by 
preventing (under feveral ftatutes) any invef- 
tigation of their legality after five years from 
the time of the fine levied, which might 
other wife be queftioned for twenty, and, in 
fome cafes, 60 years, after a conveyance by 
common afluranccs. See Co, LtU I2i *. n. (i), 
where a confpicuous outjine is given of the 
do6lrine and ufe of this fpecies of aflurance.

Coun/elhr, this fubjeft invalv- 
ng too great a variety, as well as intricacy 
►f matter, to come under our particular con* 
ideration in this work. 
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A Grant is a conveyance at common law, 
by which incorporeal hereditaments were 
and ftill are transferred from one man to 
another^ As no livery can be made of them 
they pafs by the delivery of the deedy which 
Is held to be equivalent to feoffment and 
livery of the thing itfelf, where the thing is 
of fuch a nature as that no corporeal pofTeflion 
can be given of it. This fpecies of ^ctd may 
be employed for the purpofe of conveying all 
kinds of rights and interefts which may le- 
gally be the fubjeft of contrad, but it is 
more frequently ufed for transferring or fe- 
curing prefentations, annuities and rents; to 
which therefore we have principally confined 
the precedents we have given of it.

A Leafe may be defined to be a contraS 
•*• -^ or agreement between the perfon mak- 
ing it, and him to whom it is made, for the 
pofTeffion and produce of lands, &c. in con- 
iideration of a rent or recompence to be paid 
for fuchpoffeflion and produce. By this con- 
Tcyance, both corporeal and incorporeal he- 
reditaments may be granted, and that either 
at will, for a term of years, or for life; if 
it be for life and of corporeal hereditaments, 
livery of feifin is neceffary to complete the 
conveyance ; but this is not requifite in any 
other kind of leafe. 

No particular form of words is required 
to conftitute a valid leafe, for as we before 
obferved, a leafe being no other than a con- 
traft for the pofFeflion and produce of land, 
&c, on the one fide, and a recompence to be 
paid on the other, any words fufBcient plainly 
to indicate fuch contraft, will amount to a 
good leafe. Cro, Eliz, 173. 5 Tirm Rep. 163. 
But it is to be obferved ; that in a leafe the
